Applicant herein responds to the Notice of Allowability dated August 13, 2004. Applicant 
notes that the Examiner's reasons for allowance invoke language similar to that found in 
independent claim 47. Regarding the Examiner's reference to a "step" of "inserting one transistor,' 
Applicant notes that claim 47 expresses an act of inserting at least one transistor. Independent 
claim 50 also expresses an act of inserting at least one transistor. Independent claim 53 does not 
express such an act. Applicant contends that the pending claims are allowable based on the 
limitations expressed therein.
